For over two and a half years 
now, there have been people 
holding signs outside the Avco 
Systems Division plant in 
Wilmington on Tuesday mornings. 
As members of this group, the 
Witness for Peace at Avco, we 
thought it might be helpful to offer, 
in writing, an explanation of our 
presence there, and to invite public 
dialogue with Avco personnel and 
the greater Wilmington com- 
munity. 

We are people of faith (of 
different denominations) who are 
trying to speak a word of hope that 
the world does no thave to end in 
the flames and the poison of a 
nuclear war. We see our presence 
at the Avco entrances as a 
fundamentallay religious act of 
witness, of testifying that true 
security rests on recognizing that 
we human beings are frail 
creatures, called to trust God and 
one another.

everal weeks there have been some 
unfortunate remarks $n the part of some persons regarding a 


program of the Wilmington Housing Authority. The WHA has 
been seeking to construct eight new homes, as a part of its 705 
program, in Wilmington. At the present time there are four 


such homes in this town. 


Of the eight new homes there are some proposed in a region 
which was dubbed, many years ago by this paper, as the “Lost 
Colony.” It is an area which is totally isolated from the rest of 
Wilmington by geographical reasons such as swampy land and 


gravel pits. 


The Lost Colony can only be approached by Burroughs 
Road, in North Reading. It is two miles from North Reading's 
Main Street. The total distance to Wilmington is probably four 
of five miles. And, to further the discussion, Burroughs Road 
is sometimes under water, because of an overflow from 


Martins Pond. 


The 705 program is designed to provide housing for low and 
moderate income families. Another term that is used is 
“scattered site housing.” The purpose is to have housing that 
will not be conspicuous, in any neighborhood. It is a good 


program. 


To construct three 705 homes, after all the publicity of the 
past few weeks, in the Lost Colony would be in effect to 
rezone that area: There are only five homes at this time in the 


lost colony. 


Once upon a time the towns of New England provided for 
some of their unfortunates by having the families put on a 


“town farm." 


If Wilmington builds 705 homes in the Lost Colony, it will 
in effect be doing that very thing. Without any vote the area 
will have been rezoned to become the town farm.

After a delay of many years ,the 


the source of pollution for the 
Stickney well. That well, off 
Concord Street in North Reading 
and a few hundred yards from the 
Wilmington town line, was the first 
place in Massachusetts reported to 
have been polluted with 
trichloroethylene (TCE) back 
about 1979. 

TCE is reported to be a cancer 
causing agent. As consequence the 
well was shut down. North Reading 
since then has been purchasing 
water from out of town sources at a 
reported cost of $500,000 a year. 

Five hundred thousand in state 
funds was allocated to search for 
the source of that contamination. 
The town never received that 
money. 

During the past year, according 
to the North Reading Transcript, 
the funds were held up by the state 
Executive Office of Community 
Development (EOCD). Among 
other things EOCD allocates state 
funds used in housing projects, 
housing for the elderly and low

Continued from S-1 
next they'd like to see parents 
accompany their children to the 
gym class shower to make sure 
the kids wash behind their ears. 
It's a ridiculous ruling that 
could creep up in any city or 
two. 

The bottom line is this: kids 
bent on spray painting the sides 
of Lawrence City Hall are going 
to get their hands on cans of 
spray paint even if they have to 
drive to, say, Salem, N.H. And 
the idea of coaxing neighboring 
towns to follow suit with similar 
bans is even more ridiculous. A 
better solution to the problem of 
graffiti would be to stiffen the 
punishment if you're caught 
spraying your ugly messages all 
over the sides of public build- 
ings, signs, walls, bridges, et 
cetera. 

Up till now, there's been little 
or no repercussion if you're 
caught spraying your favorite 
message to the world on the side 
of a public building. That's been 
the case not only in Lawrence 
but in just about every town 
around these parts. If these kids 
who are doing the damage were 

i when they were caught 
- and I mean seriously punished, 
they'd be less likely to repeat 
the offense. And let's not use the 
excuse that they're too hard to 
catch as an excuse to overlook 
punishment as a deterrent, 
because if that excuse were ap- 
plied to all crimes, we'd have a 
totally lawless society. 

I recall a story I heard a few 
months ago from a young 
woman who lives in our area. 
She and her boy friend were 
cauoht by a state trooper in 
Vermont just as they were put- 
ting the finishing touches on a 
piece of graffiti they'd sprayed 
on the side of a huge slab of 
granite along side of Rte. 89. 
‘That cop took our keys away 
from us, then told us to remove 
every drop of that paint,” she 
recalled to me. “When we told 
him we didn’t have anything to 
remove it with, he said he didn’t 
care. He just wanted it removed 
by the tima he returned with our 
keys. We ended up spending 
hours chipping away at the paint 
with a tire iron!" 

That's the kind of punishment 
that's likely to curb graffiti, not 
banning the sale of spray paint 
cans to under eighteen-year- 
olds. We live in a state that is 
quickly becoming over- 
regulated. Politicians seem 
determined to over-regulate us 
in the name of prevention. It is 
bad enough that lawmakers 
want to tell us that we must use 
our seat belts when we drive 
Now the Lawrence City Council 
wants to set a precedent by 
banning the sale of spray paint 
cans and certain magic markers 
to under eighteen-year-olds. It's 
the most foolish act of political 
power I've ever seen 

If they're going to ban spray 
paint cans from youths, why 
stop there? Why not ban the sale 
of all disposable packaging in an 
effort to curb littering? Now 
that’s a problem in this state 
No, that wouldn't work either 
People obsessed with tossing 
dispoable packaging out the 
windows of their cars will only 
drive to N.H. to buy goods 
wrapped in throw away 
packages. You'd have to get 
neighboring states to go along 
with you, and that's not likely. If

When a boot trailer breaks down!
